MOSCOW (AP}—Two armed 
men seriously, wounded the 
pilot and co-pilot of a Soviet 
passenger plane in an escape 
attempt, the newspaper Kom- 
somolskaya Pravda. _ reported 
Sunday. 

The Communist youth news- 
paper said the two men, de 
scribed as hardened criminals, 
were armed with a pistol and 
a knife. 

It said they boarded a single 
engine plane at a stopover on 
the plane's flight from the 
Moldavian capital of Kishinev 
to Ismail on the Soviet-Roman 
jan border. 

The two men forced two other 
passengers to lie down on the 
floor of the small aircraft and 
ordered ‘the pilot, Anatoly} 
Shevelev, to head the plane for 
the Black Sea. 

The pair apparently intended 
to head to Turkey. 

The two airmen put the plane 
into a wild series of manoeuvres 
while resisting their attacks. 

But the pair began firing and 
stabbing the pilots in a wild 
battle in a crazily plunging air- 
plane. 

The pilot finally managed to 
put the plane down on the air 
port runway and the two men 
were apprehended.

TOKYO (AP)-— The once-mighty Soviet track and field 
forces are wearing out like an old automobile and the new 
models haven't conte in yet. 

That's what Gabriel Korobkov, veteran coach of the Rus- 
sians, says—and this is one Gabriel who doesn’t always blow 
his own horn of fear exile to Siberia. 

“Our athletes are too old—they ‘are past their prime,” 
the Soviet coach said, graciously accepting continued Russian 
setbacks and America's success in the 1964 Olympics. 

“We have same very fine young men coming up, but they 
are not ready now. They will he ready in two years for the 
European championships and in four years for Mexico City 
(the 1968 Olympics).” 

Soviet track prestige was further shaken when Bob Schul, 
a rangy tunner with an_explosive kick, won the 5.000-metre 
run, fight on top of Billy Mills’ unbelievable triumph in the 
10,000. 

This marked the first time the United States ever had
